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COMMENTARY. 


The  general  health  of  the  population  remained  satisfactory.  The  area  has 
now  a  reasonable  provision  of  facilities  for  enco'uraging  the  preservation  of  health, 
but  these  are  not  always  used  as  much  as  they  should  be.  The  chief  difficulties 
are  still  those  posed  by  the  aged  chronic  sick,  particularly  patients  with  mental 
degeneration  not  amounting  to  certifiable  disease.  In  the  less  serious  cases  of 
this  nature  all  that  is  needed  is  another  competent  person  in  the  house  most  of 
the  day  and  all  night  to  guide  and  supervise  the  soifferer  so  that  he  or  she  does 
not  run  into  danger  or  become  a  nuisance  to  neighbours,  while  remaining  in  a  state 
of  adequate  nutrition  and  cleanliness.  Unfortunately  this  supervision  is  not  often 
available,  or  it  has  to  be  given  by  a  husband  or  wife,  themselves  the  victim  of 
some  other  illness,  which  is  thereby  accentuated  by  the  exhausting  task  of  super¬ 
vision  which  is  quite  beyond  them.  The  Home  Help  Service  is  not  suited  to  such 
cases,  as  the  hours  which  can  be  given  to  them  are  small,  and  there  is  no  night 
service.  No  easy  solution  is  in  sight,  and  such  cases  are  growing  more  frequent  as 
families  become  more  scattered. 

Voluntary  siervice  augmenting  the  efforts  of  neighbours  would  appear  to 
be  the  best  practicable  means,  but  the  work  demands  people  of  equable  tem¬ 
perament  and  high  principles,  as  it  is  no  use  disguising  the  fact  that  some  of 
these  people,  often  due  to  their  ailments,  are  demanding  and  difficult  to  satisfy. 
For  those  quite  unable  to  stay  at  home  and  in  need  of  a  minimum  of  nursing  care 
a  half-way  house  type  of  accommodation  would  be  most  helpful  to  bridge  the 
gap  between  the  County  Homes,  where  no  nursing  care  is  available,  and  the 
hospitals,  which  should  in  ideal  circumstances  be  reserved  for  cases  where  their 
extra  facilities  could  be  expected  to  rehabilitate  patients  to  such  an  extent 
that  they  are  fit  to  leave  hospital  again  for  other  forms  of  accommodation  best 
suited  to  their  needs,  and,  if  possible,  back  to  their  own  homes.

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  ninth  annual  report  on  the  sanitary 
conditions  of  the  district  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1955. 

The  staff  of  the  department  consists  of  a  full-time  Shorthand-Typist/Clerk 
and  a  full-time  Rodent  Operator. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  AND  THE  PREPARATION 

OF  FOOD. 

Regular  inspections  are  made  of  all  cafes,  restaurant  kitchens,  ice  cream 
premises,  food  shops,  and  stalls  used  for  the  sale  of  foodstuffs,  for  the  purpose 
of  inspecting  the  premises  to  see  that  they  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Acts  and  Byelaws,  and  for  the  inspection  of  food. 

A  complaint  was  received  from  a  purchaser  of  a  packet  of  a  proprietory 
brand  of  potato  crisps,  which  were  found  to  be  infested  with  Spider  Beetles.  On 
examination  of  the  shop  it  was  found  that  the  area  underneath  the  counter  was 
infested.  The  premises  were  disinfested  and  the  proprietor  was  given  a 
severe  warning  after  this  matter  had  been  reported  to  the  Council. 

During  the  year  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  myself  gave  talks  to 
food  handlers  at  a  Confectionery  Bakery  during  an  organised  course  of  lectures.

SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 

There  are  four  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  district,  and  during  the  year 
1,012  visits  were  made  to  the  slaughterhouses  and  the  carcases  and  organs  of  2,931 
animals  were  inspected. 

The  insp>ection  of  meat  entailed  visiting  the  slaughterhouses  on  18  Sundays 
during  the  year,  2  Bank  Holidays  and  visits  daily  during  one  of  my  week’s  holidays, 
as  I  was  unable  to  obtain  any  help  from  adjoining  Authorities  for  that  week. 

I  should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  of  the 
Borough  of  Redcar,  who  has  arranged  for  the  inspection  of  the  meat  during  my 
absence  from  the  district  on  holiday.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  AND  DISINFECTION. 

7  visits  were  made  to  premises  where  cases  of  infectious  disease  had  been 
notified,  and  disinfection  carried  out  where  necessary. 


DISINFESTATION  AND  DIRTY  AND  VERMINOUS  PREMISES. 

15  premises  were  disinfested  for  infestations.  It  was  found  necessary  to 
issue  a  certificate  under  Section  84  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936  for  the  cleansing  or 
destruction  of  filthy  or  verminous  articles  in  respect  of  a  house  occupied  by  an 
elderly  couple.  Two  men  were  employed  for  a  period  of  six  hours  moving  unsound 
food,  dirty  and  verminous  articles  and  cleaning  furniture,  etc. 
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DRAINAGE  WORK. 


During  the  year  two  water  closets  were  provided  in  place  of  pail  closets  ; 
a  grant  is  paid  towards  the  cost  of  this  work.

LICENSED  PREMISES. 

Licensed  premises  are  regularly  visited  throughout  the  area  for  the  purpose 
of  checking  sanitary  accommodation,  washing  facilities,  pipe  lines,  and  glass  wash¬ 
ing  methods.  Hot  water  is  available  for  washing  at  all  premises. 

TENTS,  VANS  AND  SHEDS. 

There  are  two  licensed  sites  in  the  district,  one  of  which  is  under  the  juris¬ 
diction  of  the  Local  Authority.  The  Local  Authority’s  site  provides  accommo¬ 
dation  for  approximately  300  caravans  and  the  private  site  provides  accommodation 
for  4  caravans. 

Facilities  provided  on  the  sites  consist  of  water  closets,  wash-hand  basins, 
shower  baths,  piped  water  supply,  and  waste  water  drainage. 

One  application  was  received,  and  granted,  to  station  three  caravans  in 
connection  with  the  Fairground  at  Old  Saltburn. 

SHOPS  ACTS— SANITARY  AND  WASHING  ACCOMMODATION. 

14  visits  were  made  to  shops  for  checking  accommodation  ;  one  notice  was 
served  for  the  provision  of  sanitary  conveniences. 


PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949. 

A  full  time  Rodent  Operator  is  employed  for  the  area  to  inspect  and 
survey  the  district. 

During  the  year  a  total  of  201  minor  infestations  were  found. 

Residents  in  the  area  are  most  co-operative  and  as  a  result  of  prompt  noti¬ 
fication  the  treatments  can  be  carried  out  and  the  infestations  remain  minor  infesta¬ 
tions. 

During  the  year  tw'o  sewer  treatments  were  carried  out  and  evidence  of  rats 
was  found  in  8  and  13  manholes  in  the  first  and  second  treatments,  respectively.

These  gauges  are  in  protected  positions  where  no  damage  or  inter¬ 
ference  occurs,  and  I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  these  gentlemen  for  grant¬ 
ing  these  facilities.  The  glass  bottles  were  damaged  by  frost  during  the  month 
of  January  and  no  results  were  obtained  for  that  month.
